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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Tang [USPAT 6,450,855]. 

Tang discloses a driving device comprising: 

A base 10 [fig. 3], wherein a containing cavity is defined therewithin; 

An electromotor 1 1 securely contained in the containing cavity of the base 

10; 

A plurality of optical-fiber holes [see column 2, lines 26-30] defined on a 
ceiling of the base 10; 

A plurality of optical-fiber pipes 17, 18, located aligningly to each of the 
optical-fiber holes respectively; 

A driving setting 16, 211, 201, 172 [fig. 3] located at the ceiling of the base 
10, wherein the driving setting is moveably connected to the optical-fiber pipes 17, 18; 
and 
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An axle 12 extends from the electromotor and actively connected to -the 
driving setting. 

In re claim 2, Tang discloses a sliding driving member 172, 173, 16, and a first 
and second driving levers 201 ,211. 

In re claim 3, a part of 172 and 173 functions as a sliding cover which moveably 
connecting to the axle of the electromotor. 

In re claim 4, Tang shows all the claimed limitation in fig. 2. 

In re claim 6, note that any holes formed on the ceiling of the base 10 inherently 
functions as heat-emitting holes.
